ſpeedier paſſage ſtricking unfortunately upon 


2 Rock, ſprung a Leak and being forced to 
Tun aſhoar, under the very Walls of Carthagenz 
L0 eicape Shipwrack, not only the faid Ship and 
RS Goods 
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Goods were violently ſeiz'd and diſpos'd of as 
prize but alſo the Men tothe number of thirty, 
and a Boy (whoſe Names are here ſubjoyned) 
were detair'd and made cloſe Priſoners, con- 
trary to the expreſs Terms of the ſaid Trea- 
ty. 

Upon notice whereof, the Council of the ſaid 
Colony ſent, in your Majeſty's and ſaid Com- 
pany's Name, a Meſſenger with a very civil 
Letter, to the Governor of Carthagena, to de- 
mand your ſaid Subjets, who were wrongfully 
detain'd Priſoners, as aforeſaid ; and likewiſe 
Reſtitution of the {aid Ship and Goods, pur- 
ſuant to the Treaty above-recited ; and ſent 
alſo Copies of the Acts of Parliament and Let- 
ters Patent above-mention'd, in Engliſh, Latin, 
and Spaniſh, for the Governors information ; 
but inſtead of any compliance to thoſe juſt and 
reaſonable Demands, the Meſſenger was threat- 
ned to be put in Chains, and not ſo much as 
allow'd to ſee any of the ſaid Priſoners. 

And being lately aſſur'd that (notwithſtan- 
ding of all endeavours hitherto us'd for their 
Liberation) they are, contrary to the Rules of 
Chriſtianity, Humanity, and the Law of Na- 
tions, ſtill detain'd Priſoners under very ſevere 
treatments, we think our ſelves in Duty and 
Conſcience bound to lay their deplorable Caie 
before your Majeſty ; and for that effe&t have 
commiſſioned Lord Baſi! Hamilton, one of our 
number, to preſent this our humble Addreſs 
en their behalf to your Majeſty, and to give 
your Majeſty a further acconnt of our Com- 
pany's other Afﬀatrs, as he 1s particularly intru-
